bring in to them true and perfect lists of their polls 
and all their estates, real and personal, not by law ex- 
empt from taxation, of which they were possessed on 
the first day of April of the same year. If any resident 
owner, after such notice, does not bring in such lists, 
he is thereby barred of his right to make application 
to the Assessors or the County Commissioners for any 
abatement of his taxes, unless he offers such list with 
his application and satisfies them that he was unable 
to offer it at the time appointed.”

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TOWN MANAGER'S REPORT 


Administration & Financial: 


The total funds available for operations during 
the year were $1,154,451.74, the expenditures were 
$1,072,837.17, leaving a balance of $81,614.57 at year’s 
end. 


This year’s local tax commitment was $406,571.28, 
and was appropriated as follows: 


Administration $ 25,100.00 
Protection 20,570.00 
Health & Sanitation 7,550.00 
Charity 15,300.00 
Schools 207,248.00 
Highways 46,876.00 
Cemeteries 3,800.00

The town debt is $131,159.26, comprising 
$15,000.00 school construction notes, $113,959.26 Acad- 
emy Gym Notes and $2,200.00 sewer construction note. 


The Selectmen held 21 regular and several special 
meetings. The Assessors met several times during the 
year and are constantly trying to improve our property 
assessment. 


Protection: 


The law enforcement functions are carried on by 
two regular and several part time officers, with help 
from the Sheriff’s department, and State Police. This 
year, as in past years, an intensive program for pedes- 
trian safety has been carried on. It is the duty of every 
citizen to be conscious of their own safety as well as 
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that of others at all times. 


The Planning Committee has met several times 
and made recommendations to the Selectmen on traffic 
hazards, such as one way traffic on Harvey Street and 
Exchange Street. These recommendations have been 
put into effect by the Selectmen. 


A survey together with recommendations for 
lighting West Main Street has been completed and pre- 
sented to the Advisory Board. 


Public Works: 


During the year the highway department carried 
on the General Highway and Street maintenance. Road 
construction was accomplished on the Foxcroft Center 
Road, Back Road to East Dover, and on Norton Hill 
Road. Tar was extended to Foxcroft Center and one 
half mile on the Range Road. Part of Pine Street was 
reconstructed under the State Aid Program. Steel 
stringers were placed in the Black Stream Bridge on 
the Board Eddy Road. Most streets were tarred, many 
tended on Mechanic Street and Hancock Street. Ceme- 
culverts replaced, and roads graded. Sewers were ex- 
teries were cared for, some needed drainage was in- 
stalled and a portion of the markers in the old yard 
were cleaned and straightened. 


Miscellaneous: 


The Dutch Elm Disease control program was 
again entered into with the State. Some control work 
was accomplished and 18 trees that were diseased were 
removed. Much work is needed in this field to save our 
Elm Trees. 


Sebec Lake Beach was used extensively this year. 
The parking seemed adequate for most occasions, and 
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the lighting was improved. The area was kept clean 
and in good condition.

An audit of the financial records of the Town of 
Dover-Foxcroft has been completed for the fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1964. 

The examination included a review of cash trans- 
actions as well as an analysis of available funds and 
expenditures. The results are incorporated in the fol- 
lowing text, exhibits and schedules pertaining to the 
financial affairs of the Town. 

The cperations for the year showed that the net 
unexpended balances lapsed in departmental accounts 
amounted to $2,710.54 per the following summary:

The cash balance of $81,614.57 in the general 
checking account was reconciled with statement fur- 
nished by The Merrill Trust Company and verification 
of subsequent deposits.

Lists of unpaid accounts were reconciled 
with recorded balances. 


LIABILITIES

RESERVES AND SURPLUS 

A reserve in the amount of $1,492.47 is being 
maintained for possible losses in taxes receivable. 

Balances carried forward totaled $71,831.71. This 
amount is comprised of the following accounts: Civil 
Defense $417.55, Mayo Memorial Hospital Funds 
$11,105.56, Warren Home $1,896.24, Baskett House 
$95.23, Lincoln Street Sewer $1,181.73, Highway

Treasurer’s receipts and warrants were test 
checked to determine accuracy of recorded transac- 
tions. Cash receipts were reconciled with bank ceposits 
and warrants reconciled with bank charges. 

The 1964 assessment of property and poll taxes 
was proved and compared with list committed to the

collector. Copies of excise tax receipts were reviewed 
and test checked with amounts remitted to the treas- 
urer.

The total number of books, magazines and pam- 
phlets circulated during 1964 was 38,288, including 
material from both the Maine State Library and the 
Bangor Public Library.

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TOWN CLERK’S REPORT 


CLERK’S RECORD OR CERTIFIED COPY, 
PRIMA FACIE EVIDENCE. The State Registrar and 
Clerk of a municipality shall not permit inspection of 
the records of Birth, Marriage and Death. Marriage 
intentions, excepted, or isSue of a certified copy of a 
certificate relating thereto, or to parts thereto, unless 
he is satisfied that the applicant therefor has a direct 
and tangible interest in the matter recorded. The de- 
cision of the State Registrar or the Clerk of a muni- 
cipality being subject, however, to review by the 
Superior Court or any justice thereof in vacation, 
under the limitations of this chapter. The city and 
town clerks shall, upon request, supply to any SUCH 
QUALIFIED applicant a certified copy of the record of 
any birth, marriage or death registered under the 
provisions of this chapter, upon the payment of a fee 
of $1.00, to be paid by the applicant in advance. For 
any search of the files and records, where no certified 
copy 1s made, the fee shall be $1.00 for each hour or 
fractional part of the hour for time of search, said fee 
to be paid by the applicant in advance. The city or 
town clerk’s record of any birth, marriage, or death or 
a duly certified copy thereof, shall be prima facie 
evidence of such birth, marriage, or death, in any 
judicial proceeding.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


To the School Committee and Joint Board, I hereby 
present the report of the School Health Program for 
the year 1964-1965. 

Our school health program is mostly concerned 
with the prevention of disease and the correction of 
defects before they become major problems. 

Our disease prevention program is quite extensive 
in scope. Through immunizations, we offer protection 
against the following diseases: polio, small-pox, 
tetanus, diphtheria and flu. Many parents take ad- 
vantage of this opportunity to protect their children 
against these dread diseases. Any pupil that shows 
signs of illness is excluded from school until such time 
as it is considered safe to return to class. 

Defects are discovered by examining the pupils 
and reporting to parents when conditions needing at- 
tention are found. These defects are anything from 
carious teeth to serious heart conditions. The prompt 
cooperation of the parent is greatly appreciated. 

At Foxcroft Academy, physical examinations are 
given to all pupils, with special attention given to those 
who participate in sports, by the school physician, Dr. 
Bradbury. 

In the Elementary Schools, Dr. Bradbury ex- 
amined the alternate grades—starting with the sub- 
primary and going through the second, fourth, sixth, 
and eighth grades, plus any pupil that was referred 
by a teacher for an examination, or any pupil partici- 
pating in a sport. 

Eye re-checks are done by the nurse as requested 
by the teachers. Glasses have been secured for several 
needy children. 

The hearing of all the pupils is tested by the use 
of an audiometer. If a hearing loss is found, the parent 
is contacted. 
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For the second year, we have cooperated with the 
Bureau of Health and done a tuberculin skin testing 
program in the sub-primary and seventh grades. 

The services of the State clinics are offered to all 
parents when the need is indicated. These clinics in- 
clude hard-of-hearing clinics as well as clinics for the 
diagnosis and correction of orthopedic, cardiac and 
medical abnormalities. 

Home visits continue to be a major part of our 
health services and are made for many and varied 
reasons. The cooperation and interest of the parents 
is greatly appreciated by the nurse as she makes these 
visits. Our School Health Program is always ready to 
assist any pupil or parent with their health problems. 

I want to thank the Joint Board and the School 
Committee, the teachers and the parents for their co- 
operation and interest in our health program.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Maine Department of Health and Welfare 
Division of Public Health Nursing, Bureau of Health 
Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Service 
in Dover-Foxcroft for the Year 1964 


Your public health nurse works toward prevention 
and control of communicable diseases, including tuber- 
culosis and venereal disease in your town, through 
home visiting to those families needing this service. 
This public health nursing service includes assisting in 
the investigation of the source of disease, in arranging 
for X-rays, in the treatment and care of the patient, 
and in the follow-up of contacts. 

The public health nurse gives nursing care and 
guidance through home visits to infants and pre-school 
children under the care of the Division of Maternal and 
Child Health and Crippled Children’s Services. The fol- 
lowing clinics are available to all children in your com- 
munity who are referred by the family physician: Or- 
thopedic, Hard of Hearing, Pediatric, Cardiac, Cystic 
Fibrosis, Adolescent, Cleft Palate Evaluation Clinic and 
the Clinic for the Mentally Retarded Pre-School Child. 

Presently, the public health nursing service Dover- 
Foxcroft receives does not constitute a total public 
health nursing program. The school nursing in Dover- 
Foxcroft continues to be given locally by a school 
nurse. Additional services which your community 
would receive in a total public health nursing program 
would include: child health conferences at which health 
guidance is given to the parents and health examina- 
tions and immunizations are offered to well infants and 
pre-school children; home visits to expectant mothers 
for health counseling and nutrition guidance by the 
public health nurse; home nursing care of the sick and 
disabled under medical direction of the patient’s pri- 
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vate physician ; and health teaching of individuals and 
families in their homes for the prevention of illness, 
promotion of health, and correction of defects. 

There is need to reactivate the Dover-Foxcroft 
Health Council in order for members to study the 
health needs of the community and find ways to meet 
these needs.

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SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS REPORT 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Dover-Foxcroft: 

The following changes in the faculty have been 
made since my last report: 

Mrs. Eleanor Ward—Grade 1—Resigned. Replaced by: Mrs. 
Romella Hedrick—Grade 1—a graduate of Rockford College. 

Miss Opal Grass—Grade 4—Resigned. Replaced by: Miss Betty 
Raymond, a graduate of Gorham State Teachers’ College. 

Mrs. Rose Hurston—Sub-primary—Resigned. Replaced by: Mrs. 
Joan Scales, graduate of Tufts University, teaching a division of 
Grade 2. 

Mrs. Virginia Steenstra—Grade 3—Resigned. Replaced by: Miss 
Judith Baker, a graduate of Washington State Teachers’ College, 
teaching a division of Grade 2. 

The opening enrollment in September of 744 pupils 
was twenty below that of the previous year. Even with 
the fewer pupils, we still have a 26.6 pupil/teacher 
ratio which is rather high. The number of pupils per 
gerade is not uniform, consequently, some divisions are 
ideal while others are overcrowded. As nearly as can be 
determined, the 1965 sub-primary grade will enroll 90 
next fall. 

The latter part of November the housing develop- 
ment at Charleston Radar Station was completed and 
fourteen pupils left this system. This not only reduced 
the pupil/teacher ratio but also will reduce substantially 
the amount of money available from the Federal Gov- 
ernment under the terms of Public Law 874. In fact, 
unless there is an influx of pupils whose parents are 
federally connected, all money from this source will 
cease in two years. | 

A vear ago we offered conversational French for 
the first time in the elementary schools. The Superin- 
tending School Committee felt that there was enough 
merit in the program to continue for a second year at 
least. Mrs. Virginia Bradford was hired to teach ad- 
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ditional time in this area. She now handles two divis- 
ions of beginners and two divisions of second year stu- 
dents. 


There is a tremendous amount of interest in edu- 
cation at all levels. New studies and programs are being 
introduced and sponsored at both the state and national 
level. To determine which, if any, will benefit us in Do- 
ver-Foxcroft presents a continuing challenge. Although 
not a new program, whether or not to form a School 
Administrative District with some of our neighboring 
towns must be decided in the near future. Thirty-five 
of these districts have been formed and there are many 
bills to come before this session of the legislature re- 
questing permission to form others. Over one-fourth of 
the teachers in the state are employed in these dis- 
tricts. As evidenced by proposed legislation, there is a 
erowing interest for the state to mandate their forma- 
tion or for those remaining towns which have not al- 
ready done so to be arbitrarily grouped. Your local 
school committee is making some preliminary determi- 
nations at the present time. 


The proposed budget is considerably larger than 
that of last year. Again, an increase in subsidy nearly 
offsets the increase. Major causes of the increase are 
salaries, an additional teacher to teach remedial read- 
ing, and some additional repairs, mainly an amount to 
paint the Pleasant Street School. The budget request 
is $3,122 larger than that of 1964. To comply with a 
State Law, the money for repairs should be raised and 
assessed separate and apart from that raised for other 
school needs. Consequently, this account has been set 
up as a miscellaneous account. 


The following table shows a comparison of state 
subsidy received, general fund appropriations and total 
expenditures since 1956. The Physically Handicapped 
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and Adult Education accounts are not included.

Our 1964-65 faculty consists of eighteen full time 
teachers and two music teachers who devote approxi- 
mately fifty per cent of their time at the Academy. 
There was only one teaching change this year. Mr. 
Bryan Springer, resigned to accept the principalship of 
Allagash High School and we were fortunate to hire 
Mr. John Arnold as his successor. Mr. Arnold, a grad- 
uate of Foxcroft Academy, received his undergraduate 
college education at Bowdoin College and has fulfilled 
all of the requirements except his thesis for his Mas- 
ters of Arts degree from Tufts University. His rich 
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academic background and his knowledge of dramatics 
have greatly complemented and strengthened our Eng- 
lish department. In fact, any school is as good as the 
background of its faculty. We have been indeed fortu- 
nate in retaining the services of a large percentage of 
our faculty and as a result our children have been able 
to receive the benefit of this training and interest. It 
is only to be hoped that this continuity can be main- 
tained. 


This year’s graduating class will be the largest in 
the history of the school. It is not only the largest in 
terms of numbers, but it has established a record for 
having the least number of students leave school. In 
the fall of 1961, 116 entered as freshmen and currently 
there are 102 still enrolled. Many of these people al- 
ready are awaiting word as to their educational future. 
Because of the intense competition for college admis- 
sion, each person has to file applications to two, three, 
and even four schools in order to feel he may have 
some hope of being accepted by one. Twenty-four of 
our present senior class have applied to the University 
of Maine for admittance. Out of that number probably 
half of them have also applied to other schools. Against 
this background the University of Maine finds itself 
swamped with four or five applications for each person 
it can admit; — so is it true with all colleges. Itisa 
vicious circle and one that will not find a solution for 
several years to come. 


Twenty-eight of last year’s 62 graduates actually 
entered school last fall; seventeen in four year colleges, 
— the rest in one and two year specialized schools. It 
looks as if this year’s class will surpass the 50% num- 
ber entering post secondary schools. 

Reams of words are being written concerning the 
necessity that each young person stay in school, that 
he absorb all the education that he is capable of 
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absorbing. To-day, few industries or business con- 
cerns will consider for permanent employment the non- 
high school graduate. His plight is well defined and his 
path to unemployment clearly outlined. He is fully 
aware that his future is limited without the high school 
diploma yet his immediate pleasures are so real to him, 
his immaturity so obvious, that he often loses sight of 
the real objectives of school. He or she stays on in 
school with no desire nor interest in learning, yet, 
daring not to leave because there is no road to follow. 
We do not have the answer to the needs of these chil- 
dren. Specialized shops and training can help many 
but they do not answer the needs of a large percentage 
that eventually drop out of school before completing 
the twelve years. 


Within the range of our financial ability, we must 
offer these young men and women the types of pro- 
grams that will more nearly challenge their interests 
and their mental and physical aptitudes. For that rea- 
son we are submitting a special article asking for a 
sum of $12,500 which will be over and above our regu- 
lar contract for 1965-1966. This amount is needed to 
start an Industrial Arts Program; a similar amount 
will be necessary for each of the two succeeding years, 
after which the annual cost will be approximately 
$6,500 to $7,000. A program of this type will be ex- 
ploratory in nature and will not turn out skilled crafts- 
men. It will not be a panacea for all disenchanted youth 
but it will, like most high school courses, be a point 
from which a young man can start a training program 
that could lead to a vocation. A sequel to this program 
may become a reality should the current legislature 
pass legislation which would establish and help finance 


area vocational programs in each of the sixteen coun- 
ties. 
With the need apparent and the demand urgent, 
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the Joint Board of Foxcroft Academy is submitting 
this new program to the voters of Dover-Foxcroft for 
their action, in the nature of an additional article to 
our budget. The decision belongs to the voters of the 
town. Furthermore, we are ready to accept students 
from any School Administrative District that may be 
formed under the Sinclair Act, should that be advan- 
tageous to the area which we serve. 


Athletically, we have enjoyed a successful year. 
Last year’s basketball team won a spot in the Eastern 
Maine Class L Tourney at Bangor. Although they 
failed to win their game with Madison High School, it 
was one of the best games in the entire three days. We 
lost 76 to 71. In our spring sports all our teams showed 
to advantage. The girls have pretty much dominated 
the league in both basketball and softball. Our base- 
ball team shared the Penquis Title with Guilford, while 
cur track team held a number of exciting meets 
sparked by the individual performance of Robert 
Annis. Interest in this sport is infecting the entire 
school. Our 1964 football team lost only one game to 
Stearns High School of Millinocket. As a result of this 
excellent season, we again won the Penquis League 
Championship and were runners-up to Stearns for the 
Little Ten Title. Wrestling is a relatively new sport in 
Maine and has been accepted with enthusiasm by our 
boys and the school in general. Last year several 
matches were held at the F. A. gym along with the 
State Class “B” Meet. We have been asked to host the 
state Meet again this year on March 27th. Schools will 
come from all sections of Maine. The individual as well 
as the team has a chance for displaying his ability in 
his own weight class. I urge everyone to attend this 
exciting event and to enjoy this excellent sport. 


To the faculty, to the Suxverintendent of Schools, 
to the Joint Board of Foxcroft Academy, and to the 
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parents and citizens of Dover-Foxcroft, I wish to ex- 
press my thanks for your loyal support in helping us 
meet the educational needs of this Academy. Your con- 
tinued interest and assistance are welcomed and soli- 
cited because education is not a job for the schools 
alone but one belonging to all the people.

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REPORT OF ELEMENTARY SUPERVISOR 


To the Superintendent, Superintending School Com- 
mittee and Citizens of Dover-Foxcroft: 


A meeting with parents of sub-primary children 
was held in the Elementary School early in September, 
so that parents could meet the teachers of those 
grades and learn about the program of the first year of 
school. Miss Doore, Miss Greenlaw and Mrs. Page sum- 
marized the programs in Readiness, Reading, and 
Arithmetic and outlined areas where mutual under- 
standing and cooperation would prove beneficial. Al- 
though attendance was small, those who came thought 
it very worthwhile, so we plan to repeat this service 
next fall. 

The course in conversational French, begun last 
year on a trial basis, using the E T V program Parlons 
Francais, has been extended this year. Though we 
have discontinued it in Grade 4, it is now being offered 
to all pupils of Grades 5, 6, and 7. Six classes are re- 
ceiving instruction in French I and three in French II. 


Miss Marjorie Richards, reading consultant to the 
American Book Co., publishers of new reading mater- 
iais which we are using, spent a day working with 
teachers in the elementary schools. Miss Richards 
taught several demonstration lessons and spoke to all 
the teachers at a general meeting after school. Her 
suggestions for the efficient use of various reading 
materials were both helpful and stimulating. 

The results of tests given this fall show the me- 
dian of achievement of all grades to be above national 
norms. However, in comparing last year’s, we find that 
a year’s progress was not made in some areas. We are 
now in the process of re-evaluating these areas to find 
out why this was so and to determine what steps are 
necessary to upgrade the work. 
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Study groups have been formed among the teach- 
ers to deal with various phases of the curriculum. 
These groups meet after school one day each week to 
analyze our programs in reading, spelling and social 
studies. Adjustments in organization and curriculum 
will result from their recommendations. 


Textbooks published by Science Research Asgsso- 
ciates have been made available to all teachers, to be 
used in an in-service program in modern math. This 
training will enable teachers to make better use of 
materials now available. Modern concepts in math are 
now being presented in several classes where teachers 
have had this preparation. 


Approval and accreditation programs for elemen- 
tary schools of Maine are now under consideration by 
the state department of education and the legislature. 
Criteria for the evaluation of educational facilities and 
academic programs will be forthcoming in the near 
future. In preparation for this, a committee of teachers 
and administrators are at present analyzing the local 
situation, studying what has already been done at the 
junior high and secondary levels in this state and in 
elementary systems in other states.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To: Frederick L. Mossler, Superintendent of Schools 
and the Board of Education 


The music department is well on its way toward 
completing its fifth year with an instrumental director 
and a music supervisor doing the vocal work. The re- 
sults are very rewarding. A big and showy program at 
high school level without basic work in the lower and 
upper grades is like building a superstructure without 
a foundation. We are now enjoying the fruits of a solid 
foundation. 


The All-State Festival auditions are much more of 
a challenge than they were a few years ago. They in- 
clude rather difficult music for sight singing. This year 
our Foxcroft Academy tryouts had to sing the audition 
number without accompaniment, likewise their sight 
singing number. The piano at their audition room was 
so badly out of tune that it couldn’t be used. In spite of 
this handicap, 14 out of 17 students were chosen. Kathy 
Libby was one of only two students in the state to be 
chosen for piano in orchestra. Ten band members were 
chosen and four first alternates. In comparison with 
many cities having a much higher student population, 
the number of Foxcroft Academy students chosen is a 
great honor. 


This year the 6th grade glee club numbers 70, the 
Grammar School glee club 50, the Foxcroft Academy 
mixed chorus 100, the Varsity Choir 35 and the Blue 
Belles 10. In band there are 44 beginners, 86 Grammar 
School members and 72 Foxcroft Academy band and 17 
Foxcroft Academy dance band. 


Snappy and colorful half-time shows performed by 
the FA band opened the season for the music depart- 
ment. On November 11 the Varsity Choir performed 
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for an American Legion program. Both Grammar 
School and FA bands have played at basketball games. 

In December the music department as a whole 
gave its first concert of Christmas music. It was well 
attended and was enthusiastically received by the audi- 
ence. During the Christmas season the Blue Belles sang 
for the Cosmopolitan Club. 

A lively Irish Minstrel was produced by the Gram- 
mar School and 6th grade music clubs. The students 
participating thoroughly enjoyed the happy and beau- 
tiful Irish songs and the jokes that help make up a min- 
strel. The band played a fine march and four interest- 
ing concert numbers. Mrs. Brown of the Grammar 
School faculty directed the dance and the production of 
posters and decorations. Miss Evelyn Weston made the 
programs. She also is treasurer of the Grammar Sckool 
Music Fund. This fund pays for extra music for band 
and glee clubs and finances trips such as exchange pro- 
grams and festivals. 

On March 138 the Foxcroft Academy music clubs 
will present their annual Pops Concert. At this concert 
a stage show is always included. This year the setting 
is an old fashioned garden. A water fountain prepared 
by David Weatherbee and trellises and artificial flow- 
ers made by boys from Mr. Eugene Coffin’s department 
and by members of the mixed chorus will be used. Cole 
Porter’s “Just an Old Fashioned Garden” will ke the 
theme song and other well-known flower songs will be 
used. 


Further activities of the FA Music Clubs will in- 
clude an exchange program, attendance at the Central 
Maine Music Audition Festival in Skowhegan, a Port- 
land television program and participation in the Memo- 
rial Day program and commencement music. 

The Grammar School Band continues the year’s 
work with an exchange with Fairfield, performace at 
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the annual Band-o-Rama and Memorial Day parade. 
The Grammar School chorus will go to Skowhegan for 
the Audition Festival and will sing in the final assem- 
bly program. 

Mr. Thorne has presented his dance band at a 
Grammar School dance, the Teachers’ Club, the Miosac 
Club and the Christmas Ball. They will also play for the 
dance held during the All-State Festival and will go to 
Winthrop in the late spring for a dance band contest. 

The solid foundation of sight singing, ear training, 
rhythmic training and harmony singing makes it pos- 
sible for students in Dover-Foxcroft to reach a high 
level of music development. Contests in music reading 
and in theory, yearly awards for excellence and intra- 
mural concerts keep the classes on their toes. 

New music books and recordings for grades 8, 5 and 
sub-primary have been provided this year by the schoo! 
department. Three sets a year of replacements is the 
average. Each year the school department earmarks 
$300 for a new band instrument. The small rental fee 
for schcol-owned instruments takes care of the repairs 
on them. A flannel board with felt notes and other 
music symbols has been added to the Grammar School 
equipment. 

All of the school and town officials and the Music 
Boosters have expressed keen interest in the return of 
the All-State Festival to Dover-Foxcroft April 7-10. We 
hope that all citizens will attend one of the concerts 
on April 10. We recommend the afternoon perform- 
ance for all local people who are free at that time. But 
if you can’t come in the afternoon, do come in the eyve- 
ning. We will find room for you. 

Again, Mr. Thorne (the instrumental director) and 
I express our happiness in serving Dover-Foxcroft. We 
heartily thank Mr. Mossler, the Board of Education, 
principals, teachers and parents for constant cooper- 
ation and support given to us.

Study of the foregoing report shows that your 
hospital had a busy year with total adult patient days 
care increasing by about ten percent and outpatient 
visits by approximately 25%. This latter fact is attrib- 
utable to many insurance companies no longer requir-. 
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ing the patient to stay overnight in order to receive 
diagnostic benefits. 


Operating inccme increased by about $20,000.00 
but of course, so did the cost of operation, approxi- 
mately $14,000.00. This resulted mainly from extra 
nursing staff to care for the increased patient load, a 
second full time office employee and cccasional part 
time help to take care of the ever increasing paper 
work. 

Because of these rising costs, it was felt necessary 
by your trustees to increase the room rates as of last 
September. Only three months of this revenue appears 
in the statement of operations. 


Accounts receivables increased by about $9,000.00 
due to several outstanding bills rendered in late De- 
cember and not paid for by insurances before the books 
closed. Further there has been a larger percentage of 
non-collectible bills for even with all due care by our 
office staff, your hospital cannot, or will not, refuse ur- 
gently needed care. 


New office space has been built by closing in the 
old side porch which was necessitated by the above 
mentioned increase in office staff. This was paid for out 
of endowment funds and is not reflected in maintenance 
costs under the statement of operations. About half of 
the rooms and halls were painted during the past year. 
The ceiling in the laundry room was fireproofed to con- 
form with State Fire Regulations. 

New equipment includes a new mangle for the 
laundry and an automatic ice maker for the kitchen. 

Stowell-MacGregor gave their customary and, un- 
fortunately, last contribution. Over the years they have 
been most kind to your hospital and we shall miss them 
greatly as will indeed the entire town. 

Mr. Edward Cudmore of St. Joseph, Michigan, son 
of Mrs. Nellie Cudmore of this town, was a patient 
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here earlier in the year and since his discharge has 
been most generous. His gifts have included a flush 
and lavatory for room seven down stairs, a new re- 
frigerator for the kitchen and two automatic washers 
for the laundry. We are most appreciative of his kind- 
ness. 


During the past year we have participated in the 
formation of a Regional Hospital Association with Dex- 
ter, Milo and Greenville. Monthly meetings have been 
held to discuss common problems and it is hoped even- 
tually to be able to effect some savings by joint pur- 
chasing of common supplies. 


It is my sad duty to record the passing of Mrs. 
Vivian Weatherbee in 1964. She had been a firm, loyal 
trustee for over ten years, giving of herself, as in 
everything she did, most unstintingly. A good friend 
of us all — we shall miss her greatly. 

To Mr. Meisner, Miss Doore, and our entire staff, 
medical, nursing, office, and housekeeping, go my sin- 
cere thanks.

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ADVISORY COMMITTEE REPORT 1965 


The Committee has held five meetings at this date, 
including one open to the public. It has labored dili- 
gently to consider each budgetary item in the warrant, 
and in its judgment has acted in a manner to provide 
the service which the citizens of Dover-Foxcroft need, 
want, and are willing to pay for. 

The Committee recommends a budget of $146,246 
to be raised at Town Meeting, for the operation of the 
Town Budget. 

School budgets continue to reflect substantial in- 
creases which gives this Committee definite concern. 
Some items in these budgets demand mandatory in- 
creases, others are affected by subsidies, therefore, it 
becomes difficult to create any substantial savings 
without jeopardizing the quality of these services. 

The Committee recommends the following school 
budgets:

Article 7A pertains to the introduction of an In- 
dustrial Arts course into Foxcroft Academy curricu- 
lum. The mechanics of establishing this course was 
very ably presented to this Committee by Principal 
Thomas and members of the Joint Board. Although 
this Committee feels there is a definite need for such a 
course, it was deemed best for all concerned that it be 
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presented to the citizens of Dover-Foxcroft during 
Town Meeting for final decision. 

Regarding articles in the warrant which did not 
receive the Committee’s approval, these articles no 
doubt have considerable merit but concern for the pre- 
vention of excessive increase in tax rate brought the 
decision to delay action for this year. 

Items brought to the attention of the Committee 
but not included in the Warrant, or action taken on 
them were, Bridges, Spring St., North St., Mechanic 
St.; Fence for Sebec Lake; Sewage Disposal facilities ; 
and Traffic Signs. 

The Committee appreciates the time, effort and 
patience given by the Board of Selectmen, Town Man- 
ager, Joint Board of Foxcroft Academy, and Principal, 
the School Committee and Superintendent and the sec- 
retaries of same.
